With a little additional Machinery the com- 
pany will manufacture Oil from the Sun 
Flower Seed, Linseed or anything that will 
make Oil.

I would here state that there 1s also ano- 
ther company formed for the purpose of es- 
tablishing a large Wollen Manufactory.
